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To the City Council of the City of New Bedford: 


GENTLEMEN :—We have the honor to present the forty- 
sixth annual report of the Board of Trustees of the Free 
Public Library. 

The year 1897 witnessed a gratifying increase in the 
use by the inhabitants of the city of the Free Public Li- 
brary. The increase in the number of books taken from 
the library by its patrons, over that of last year, has been 
15,512 volumes, which is 13 3-10 per cent. more than that 
of 1896. ‘The net additions to the library have been about 
the same as that of 1896, although the losses in volumes 
from wear and tear has been much larger than usual, ow- 
ing to the.discarding of books found to be in a condition 
not suitable for use. 

There has been an increase in the expenses of binding, 
caused by the rebinding of old books and of periodicals, 
many of which were purchased to fill out sets referred to 
in Poole’s Index. 

The last year witnessed a new departure in the matter 
of the establishment of branch reading rooms in the 
north and south ends of the city. These reading rooms 
went into operation in September, 1897, and the work of 
their establishment devolved wholly upon Messrs. Julien 
and Hunt of the Board of Trustees, who devoted much 
time and thought to the matter. These reading rooms are 
furnished with newspapers published in this city and in 
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Fall River and Boston, and with magazines and books of 
reference. At the start they were open from 3 to 9 o’clock 
p.m. The average daily attendance at the north reading 
room to January Ist, was 114, and of the south reading 
room 00. It is believed that this attendance will steadily 
increase in the future, and that more facilities can be 
properly supplied. The trustees have also adonted a sys- 
tem of gathering and delivering books of the library at 
these reading rooms. Orders for books desired from the 
library, leftat these reading rooms, are filled daily, and 
residents of the north and south ends can thus obtain 
books from the library without going to the library itself. 
The expense of the maintenance of each of these reading 
rooms, for attendants, has been about $25 per month, 
and for expressage of books from the main library to the 
branch reading rooms $25 per month. The total expendi- 
ture to December 15, for these branch reading rooms was 
$513. 

The cataloguing of the old books has now been com- 
pleted, as far as it is possible in the present library quar- 
ters, the shelf-room of which is exhausted, and no further 
cataloguing of the many thousands of the old books re- 
maining can be had until the city provides new quarters 
for the library. It has become a serious problem with the 
library management how to deal with the new books as 
they are received, requiring as they do an addition of five 
hundred feet of shelf-room yearly. 

The trustees have long felt the necessity of providing 
facilities for the study of art. Other cities have adopted 
this feature in connection with their public libraries with 
great success, notably the city of Worcester. This sub- 
ject was by the trustees submitted to a committee consist- 
ing of Mr. Alex. McL. Goodspeed, chairman, and Messrs. 
Julien and Sayer, who devoted much time and thought to 
it, the chairman visiting Boston, Worcester, and other

places, and making finally an elaborate report to the trus- 
tees, in which, after alluding to the importance of this sub- 
ject as an educational work, and the interest in such mat- 
ters peculiar to our city, and the fact that the library al- 
ready has many fine works of art, they recommend the 
supplementing of the works now possessed by the city 
with photographic views of architecture and of paintings 
of the old masters. By this means the study of these two 
branches may be profitably pursued by those interested 
therein. A very valuable and useful list of such photo- 
graphs accompanies their report. It is the intention of 
the trustees, during the commg year, to add this feature 
to the facilities of the library. 

Reference to the reports which the trustees have made 
to the City Council for many years will show that the 
trustees have, in a great variety of forms of expression, 
set forth the imperative needs of the library for new and 
greatly enlarged quarters, and the claims of the library to 
have them supplied by the City Council. 

It is impossible to add anything further to what has al- 
ready been said by the trustees, and yet in some way a 
new library building must be obtained for the city. The 
trustees are not unmindful of the embarrassment of the 
City Council in dealing with matters requiring large ex- 
penditures, in view of the many calls now made from the 
various departments, but the wants of the library are now 
such as to make it impossible, notwithstanding the finan- 
cial condition of the city, to ignore longer the claims of 
this department. We have here one of the most valuable 
libraries in the state. Thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars have been donated to it by public spirited citizens, 
whose donations the city could not accept without incur- 
ring an obligation to provide for their proper enjoyment. 
The dangers from fire, the inconvenience to the patrons of 
the library, the impossibility of using the library for study 
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and consultation, the lack of shelving room, the inaccessi- 
bility of large stores of books, the dilapidated appearance 
of the library, apparent to visiting strangers — all these 
matters have been stated again and again to the City 
Council in order to induce it to supply a new building, 
but without avail, and itis the duty of the trustees to con- 
tinue without ceasing to bring this subject to the attention 
of the City Council. The trustees now respectfully urge 
the City Council to take up the matter this present year. 
In view of the fact that valuable library sites are rapidly 
disappearing or increasing in value, will not the Council 
at least procure a site, and so make a beginning of remov- 
ing this reproach to our city? ;
